Fire, police chiefs consider 
new closer ‘emergency’ ties

Sixty five area fire, police 
and emergency team leaders 
joined at the Romulus Salva¬ 
tion Army last week to con¬ 
sider closer, communication 
prior to any potential natural 
or man-made disasters occur¬ 
ring in western Wayne County.

The “disaster information” 
luncheon meeting at the 
Army’s Adult Rehabilitation 
Center at Middlebelt and Van 
Born roads in Romulus was 
called by Major Brian Merritt 
and Romulus Police Officer 
Joe Richardson (head of the 
Army’ Disaster Preparedness 
Committee). 

The hour long meeting 
hopefully will lead to more in- 
depth sessions in the future, 
Richardson said. 

Those in attendance shared 
a typical meal supplied by a 
Salvation Army Canteen unit 
at a disaster site: a generous 
helping of beef stew, biscuits 
and a cold drink. 

They also viewed a brief 
video entitled More Than a 
Meed that displayed Salvation 
Army efforts at well known na¬ 
tional crises including major 
storms and bombings of fed¬ 
eral buildings. 

The moderator expressed 
the view that “often the Salva¬ 
tion Army disaster teams are 
the first to arrive at such 
scenes and the last to leave.” 

Such Salvation Army disas¬ 
ter efforts date back to Sep¬ 
tember 1900, when they 
responded to a Texas storm 


that killed more than 5,000 per¬ 
sons. 

Salvation Army teams help 
disaster victims with many of 
their physical needs, said 
George Aren, director of the 
Disaster and Emergency Ser¬ 
vices unit for the Eastern 
Michigan Division of the Salva¬ 
tion Army. 


“But even more they ad¬ 
dress many of the victims’ 
emotional and spiritual hurts, 
Aren (a member of the Dear¬ 
born Heights Salvation Army 
Corps) said, “since it has been 
admitted that with healing 
comes recovery.” 

One of the best kept secrets 
about the Salvation Army, 
Aren said, is that it also is a 
church. 

But as the world is getting 
ready to turn the century 
mark, the Salvation Army is 
finding it must broaden its ef¬ 
forts for more long term pro- 
jects in these crises -- 
including rebuilding and 
other construction efforts. 

Since Salvation Army units’ 
leadership personnel are of 
limited numbers “we rely 
heavily on scores of volunteers 
with various training back-

grounds,” Aren admitted. 

“We have been told that the 
Army often supplies hope 
where only despair exists be¬ 
fore our arrival,” Aren said. 

Locally Army teams have 
shown up at at. least four major 
plane crash sites in recent 
years, major municipal water 
main breaks and even the re¬ 
cent Ford plant explosion in 
Dearborn. 


The expected agreement on 
the long sought labor pact bet¬ 
ween the Romulus School Ad- 
ministration and local 
teachers is off -- despite re¬ 
ports it might be signed soon. 

The Romulus teachers have 
been working without a signed 
contract since the 1993-94 
school year. 

Samuel Lamonica, human 
resources director for the dis¬ 
trict, said the sticking point 
was a labor relations issue that 
centered on grievances. 

He feels that negotiations 
may not resume again until 
August - when most vacation¬ 
ing teachers will be returning 
to the area. 

Several weeks ago, when 
the financial issues were 
pretty much settled that would 
make the Romulus teachers 
some of the highest paid in the 
state...some say even in the na¬ 
tion, school administration of¬ 
ficials felt the deal was all but 
finalized. 

But last week it became evi¬ 
dent that such enthusiasm was 
premature. 

James Orme, a high school 
teacher and president of the 
local teachers’ union local, ex¬ 
pressed disappointment the 
1999 school year did not end on 
a positive note. 

But Orme feels all is not 
lost, but “our union members 
are asking us to hang tough on 


the grievance issue.” 

Orme is hopeful that the fi¬ 
nal issues can be solved this 
summer... “and the vote still 
can be accomplished through 
the mail. We still feel it would 
be great for the students and 
teachers if a total agreement 
can be reached before the 
1999-2000 school year begins.” 

Orme, whose union mem¬ 
bers have posted billboards 
urging a signed labor agree-

ment and picketed (along with 
other teachers from outside 
the area), has been a Romulus 
school teacher for 22 years. 

He warned school officials 
“the longer you wait the more 
harm you will do.” 

Orme predicted that since 
the teacher market is so hot 
right now, Romulus could lose 
some of its most promising 
new teachers to other school 
districts if a contract is not 
agreed upon soon. 

Orme said the teachers 
union was even willing to put 
the grievance issue aside to get 
a signed contract and allow a 
committee to decide it in com¬ 
ing weeks or months. 

Orme, who resides in Ro¬ 
mulus, said he will remain 
open to the press during this 
period of final contract talks. 


A Salvation Army disaster 
team also turned out several 
times at recent fireworks ex¬ 
plosion scenes.

Romulus woman* 
walks 26 miles 


to aid small boy

Romulus resident Jill Tho- 
rold raised $3,600 recently in 
her extensive 26.2 mile walk to 
aid leukemia victims across 
the U.S. and three-year- old 
Jimmy Born in particular. 

Thorold, granddaughter of 
Mary Laverack also of Ro¬ 
mulus, took part in the Suzuki 
Rock’n Roll Marathon in San 
Diego on May 23. 

The money raised is used 
for education, research and 
patient treatment expenses. 

“The reason I joined the 
team (Leukemia Society of 
America’s Team in Training 
Michigan) in January,” she 
said, “ was because I wanted to 
contribute to a charitable 
cause. Leukemia kills more 
children than any other dis¬ 
ease and I wanted to help con¬ 
tinue the fight for a cure by 
raising money and doing the 


walk.” 

She added “It was a great 
sense of accomplishment 
crossing the finish line and re¬ 
ceiving my medal. But the best 
feeling of all is knowing that I 
helped make a difference in 
the lives of children right here 
in Michigan.” 

Thorold walked fii'st in the 
memory of a family member, 
Robi Brothers, who died of 
leukemia as a child, as well as 
in honor of young Jimmy Born 
of Flat Rock. 


The second annual Rock/n 
Rock marathon had more than 
17,000 entrants including run¬ 
ners, walkers and wheelchair 
participants. 

Thorold, 25, is a 1991 gradu¬ 
ate of Belleville High School 
and recently earned her bach¬ 
elor of science degree from 
Central Michigan University. 

She now lives in Romulus 
and works in public relations.

Cop assaulted during escape attempt 


A fugitive feared that West- 
land police dog Taz's bite 
might be worse then his bark. 

So the fugitive, who led sev¬ 
eral Westland police officers 
on a chase during the night of 
June 12, crawled out of bushes 
and surrendered after hearing 
Taz bark and growl at him. 

The fugitive had in bushes 
in the backyard of a home on 
Cherry Hill after fleeing offi¬ 
cers, who sought him as a sus¬ 
pect in a recent crime. (The 
crime was not identified.) 

Earlier that evening a tips¬ 
ter told a pair of Westland offi¬ 
cers who were patrolling the 
Venoy-Cherry Hill area that 
the fugitive was standing out¬ 
side of the Blue Garden apart¬ 
ments on Cherry Hill with a 
group of people who were 
drinking. 

The officers drove over to 
the apartment complex and 
spotted two men and a woman 
drinking beer by the side of 
Cherry Hill. 

The officers identified 
themselves; the drinkers 


tossed their beer cans and ran 
inside the complex. 

One of the officer chased 
them, following the suspects to 
an apartment on the top floor. 
As one of the men - not the 
crime suspect - tried to enter 
the apartment, the officer 
grabbed him, but the man was 
pulled out of the officer's grasp 
and into the apartment by 
someone inside. 

For safety reasons, the offi¬ 
cer waited for his partner be¬ 
fore entering the apartment 
and arresting the suspect for 
public drinking, for resisting 
arrest, and for assaulting an of¬ 
ficer. 

Instead of cuffing the man, 
the officer held the man by the 
arm and walked him toward 
the squad car in the complex's 
parking lot. On the way, the of¬ 
ficer told his prisoner to put 
his hands behind his back. 

While the officer reached 
for his handcuffs, the man 
swung his body around and 
punched the officer's forearm. 
The blow caused the officer to 


let go of the man’s arm. 

The man fled, running 
through the parking lot, where 
a few more officers had af- 
rived. Three officers chased 
and quickly caught him. 

Then the officers searched 
for the original fugitive. 

One officer spotted him lay¬ 
ing on the ground near a par¬ 
ked car and ordered him tib 
stay put, but the fugitive got 
up, hopped a five-foot fende 
into the backyard of a home qn 
Cherry Hill and ran until he 
lost the pursuing officer.

The officer took Taz int-o 
a backyard on Hubbard street 
where an officer was yelling.? 

The canine officer yelleijl 
that he was about to set his po¬ 
lice dog loose in the yard.

Not needing a third warn¬ 
ing, the fugitive jumped out of 
the bushes and said, “OK, ). 
give up. Just don't send th£ 
dog."

Flying isn’t my bag. I disdain commer¬ 
cial airlines partly because flying typical¬ 
ly makes me ill. The only time I was in the 
air in a two-seater, I had my head be¬ 
tween my legs the whole time. Seeing De¬ 
troit by air was not going to happen that 
day. Walking away with a severe 
headache and nauseous stomach was.

But back to my practice run. Sean was 
cordial, but business like.

His performance, 
called “Sky Dance,” incredibly imposes 
more G-force on his body than jet fighter 
pilots experience a chest hammering 
+10 to 7.5 G’s. 

Sean, however, can take it He’s young 
and in shape. His grueling workouts are 
routine. But me. I’m middle-aged with a 
weak stomach. As the prop plane pro¬ 
ceeded down the Willow Run runway, all 
I could do was pray that I didn’t em¬ 
barrass myself and throw-up all over 
the cockpit and pilot 

Minutes later that feeling was gone. We 
were up above Western Wayne watching 
Sean Tucker maneuver his plane 
through a spectacular practice session. 
His sudden dives and 360 flips were mag¬ 
nificent from my camera lens. This guy 
was falling from the skies at a rate faster 
than the Ferrari can do 0 to 60. Just as you 
think he is going to crash and I might 
make a Fox worst crash video, the plane 
slowly glides upward and begins spin¬ 
ning. Not lazy spins. These spins are like 
a top, faster and faster until the plane 
reaches it’s peak. Queasy stomach aside, 
this was a great way to watch an aerobatic 
performer 

But don’t take my word for it Pack up 
the family and come on out to Willow Run 
this weekend. Sean and the boys are 
ready to perform. It is a great family event 
you will not want to miss.

Dear Mr. Ross: It’s only 3:30 a.m. as I write this 
letter, but I know that sleep has completely left me for 
tonight. Life has changed so drastically in the last 8 
months, I wonder if the kids can take anymore. And yet, 
I know they will have to because today I start chemo¬ 
therapy for uterine cancer. However, the cancer was 
preceded by my husband leaving, losing our home and 
having to give up our family pets. And now this. I don’t 
know if I’m more inclined to have a pity-party or laugh 
hysterically. 

I have 3 kids-good kids, ages 12,14 and 17. They 
have been a source of comfort to me. My only hope is 
that none of them inherit their father’s weakness of 
running out when things gettough. I hope you don’tfeel 
I’m setting you up for a big kill, but yes, I do have a 
request. I’m going to be off work receiving intense 
chemo. I’ve only been employed for 18 months with my 
current employer and I’ve used up all my vacation time 
which means I need to take a 4 week leave of absence. 
My folks can carry me on utilities and groceries, but my 
rent is $900 a month (3-bedroom apartments are 
extremely costly). How about a one time gift from you? 
You certainly could ease my burden and help keep my 
little family together.

Dear Mrs. F.: So many of life’s challenges 
seem to carry a black cloud and cause a dampen¬ 
ing of the human spirit. However, even within these 
periods are little victories and moments of happi¬ 
ness you otherwise would never experience. For 
example, making rent next month is a real issue, 
until you learn that my $900 should arrive any day. 
Now, there’s a certain elation. Enjoy the moment 
for what it is. Best wishes.

Dear Mr. Ross: The reason I’m writing you is 
because my husband and I have been trying for the 
past 3 years to have a child. We have tried several 
different infertility treatments. Nothing worked so last 


June we tried an expensive surgical procedure called 
G.I.F.T. (GameteIntraFallopianTubeTransfer). Twelve 
days later we found out our prayers had been an¬ 
swered. We were going to be parents!! Only 2 weeks 
later we found out it was an ectopic pregnancy. It has 
been 8 months since this happened and we are back at 
square one. 

Unfortunately, most insurance companies don’t 
recognize infertility as a medical condition and will pay 
for only a small portion of treatment, if they pay any¬ 
thing at all. The emotional toll it takes on a person is 
immense, as is the financial burden. We have spent all 
of our savings and are still paying off our bills from last 
year. Hardly a day goes by that I don’t mourn for the 
child I may never have. 

I have one of the best infertility doctors in the 
country and am fortunate to live in an area where costs 
are relatively low-about $4,500. It would take us at 
least 2 more years to save up this amount of money on 
top of paying off our current medical debt. We realize 
that you may be our last hope in trying to have a child. 
Please, this is extremely important to us.

Dear Mrs. R.: I’m truly sorry for your plight, but 
I don’tfeel procreation is an inalienable right. If you 
have that much love to shower upon a child, why 
not seek foster care or adoption? I realize adoption 
can be spendy also, but foster care is nominal. And 
although with foster care you don’t have the ben¬ 
efit of raising a child from womb to tomb, children 
are not possessions to own. They are a gift to be 
nurtured. Bottom line-infertility seems to hit 
couples who want children the most. Medical 
intervention is great if you can afford it. But if a 
couple has time, energy and love to devote, why 
not select a child who has been dealt a losing hand 
and help turn that life around? To me, that would 
be parenting at its finest. It is a selfless act and one 
that could bring great rewards to all parties in¬ 


volved.

It’s festival season. Be¬ 
hind us are Belleville’s 
Strawberry Festival and 
Canton’s Liberty Fsst 

Next is the Westland Fes¬ 
tival. 

Unlike the Strawberry 
and Westland Festivals, the 
Liberty Fest is new. 

I’m glad that it started. 

Festivals, or better yet 
carnivals, are necessary - 
even more important today 
when unusual entertain¬ 
ment is disappearing. 

California planner 
Christopher Alexander has 
a small chapter about carni¬ 
vals in his book, A Pattern 
Language, which at¬ 
tempts to provide plans and 
building blocks for a happy 
healthy community. 

About carnivals, he says: 
‘Just as an individual per¬ 
son dreams fantastic hap¬ 
penings to release the inner 
forces which cannot be en¬ 
compassed by ordinary 
events, so too a city needs its 
dreams.... 

’’Man has a great need for 
mad subconscious processes 
to come into play, without 
unleashing them to such an 
extent that they become so¬ 
cially destructive. There is, 
in short, a need for socially 
sanctioned activities which 
are the social equivalent of 
dreaming.” 

This wasn’t exactly how 
Canton Supervisor Tom 
Yack phrased it when he ex¬ 
plained his creation of the 
Liberty Fest - Yack was just 
trying to create a pleasant 
summer event and to tiy to 
build a community - but it 
sure describes the Mardi 



Gras. 

A former New Orleans 
student, many a time have I 
battled drunks, streetwalk¬ 
ers, and weirdoes to catch 
fistfuls of plastic beads in 
the French Quarter’s beer- 
soaked streets while 
dancers cakewalked to Dix¬ 
ieland horns. 

The Mardi Gras fits 
Alexander’s description be¬ 
cause all of the pageantry, 
the street theater, the mad 
games in the streets, the 
bars, and the Quarter’s bal¬ 
cony apartments, the swim¬ 
ming pools filled with ice 
and beer cans, and the man¬ 
ic interplay between the cos¬ 
tumed creatures on the 
floats and the people danc¬ 
ing and jumping in the 
streets. (This is the clean 
version.) 

What’s great about this is 
that it happens communally. 
Everybody shares their 
madness while it lasts. Then 
all go home healthier and 
happier because they’ve ex¬ 
hausted their year’s load of 
crazy urges in a communal 
way. 

The closest anybody came 
to duplicating the carnival 
atmosphere in MCN’s read¬ 
ership area was at Canton 
and Salem High Schools on 
the seniors’ last day of 
school. Until this year, se¬ 
niors used to be allowed a 


short celebration, where 
they fought with water bal¬ 
loons and sprayed each oth¬ 
er with shaving cream, to¬ 
gether displacing all the 
urges they capped during 
their high school years. (I 
wonder where the urges 
will go now?) 

With the senior celebra¬ 
tion gone, we’re left with a 
beer tent, rides, carney 
games, a parade, a beauty 
pageant, and the fireworks 
at the Strawberry and West- 
land Festivals. 

In contrast, except for the 
fireworks, the Liberty Fest 
disdains all of the above. In¬ 
stead it has family activities: 
an “All-American Picnic,” a 
magic show, karaoke, a brass 
band, movies, a car show, 
and an arts and crafts show. 

Nothing wild. Nothing to 
serve the purpose of a carni¬ 
val. 

While it’s too early to tell 
if residents are suffering 
from the lack of a local car¬ 
nival. Of course, residents 
can go to the Mardi Gras or 
a Stanley Cup celebration or 
tour for a weekend with 
Deadheads. 

But we can see that the 
Liberty Fest is not drawing 
as many people as the 
Strawberry or Westland Fes¬ 
tivals or any festival with 
Merry-Go-Rounds and Fer¬ 
ris Wheels. 

Maybe it’s time that the 
promoters of the Liberty 
Fest realize that the commu¬ 
nity needs a carnival and 
that more families enjoy 
carnival rides than so-called 
family activities.

My fellow House Republi¬ 
cans and I recently announced 
the plan for fully utilizing to¬ 
bacco settlement funds, in ad¬ 
dition to the Michigan Merit 
Scholarship program. 

Earnings generated from 
$105 million placed in an en¬ 
dowed fund from the tobacco 
settlement will go toward the 
Council of Michigan Founda¬ 
tions to support community ef¬ 
forts by school, public health 
and nonprofit organizations to 
prevent and treat youth smok¬ 
ing. 

As emeritus director for the 
Canton Community Founda¬ 
tion, I supported the plan to 
put earnings from the tobacco 
settlement toward a perma¬ 
nent endowment established 
by the Council of Michigan 
Foundations. This will gener¬ 
ate millions for health-related 
and tobacco prevention pro¬ 
jects throughout Michigan. 

The council is a statewide 
organization of philanthropy 
representing more than 534 
private, family, community and 
- corporate foundations and giv¬ 
ing programs. More than 1,500 
high school students each year 
help take part in grant¬ 
awarding as members of youth 
advisory committees. In 1999, 
they will award more than $2 
million for projects dealing 
with teen smoking, alcohol and 
substance abuse. 

House Bill 4666 earmarks a 
substantial portion of the set¬ 
tlement for the Merit Scholar¬ 
ship program, which awards 
qualifying students money for 
college tuition. Medical 
studies have clearly demon¬ 
strated that college-educated 
individuals are much less 
likely to engage in cigarette 
smoking. 

The balance of the tobacco 
settlement is targeted for ex¬ 
pansion of the senior prescrip¬ 
tion drug program, long-term 
icare initiatives and several 
other items, to improve health 
of Michigan families, espe¬ 
cially seniors an children. 

By diversifying the expendi¬ 
tures of revenues from the to¬ 
bacco settlement to projects 
like senior health care and 
prevention initiatives for stu- 
'dents, all Michigan residents 
"benefit from this settlement. 
This plan offers an innovative 
•and thoughtful way to return 
tobacco settlement funds to 
Michigan residents by inves¬ 
ting in our youth and senior 
populations of today and the 
future.” 


corporations, small busi¬ 
nesses, armies, or us plain 
folks. Each group has its own 
method of putting Mother Na¬ 
ture down. 

Corporations use a very di¬ 
rect approach. They buy influ- 
ence. Whether they’re 
polluting land, sea, or air, they 
cozy up to legislators and bu¬ 
reaucrats to keep government 
off their backs. Small busi¬ 
nesses, for their part, count on 
their modest individual viola¬ 
tions and their vast numbers to 
overwhelm understaffed en¬ 
forcers. Armies prefer the sim- 
ple expedient of classifying 
pollution as “Secret” We citi¬ 
zens, in turn, threaten to vote 
out of office any politician who 
mucks around too much with 
our conveniences. 

Thus, despite some major 
victories for nature, our sur¬ 
roundings continue to de¬ 
grade. Many polluters are 
quick to point out America’s 
dramatic improvements in 
clean air, clean water, the 
ozone layer, and some endan¬ 
gered species. Their noble suc¬ 
cesses seem almost to grant a 
free pass, in some eyes, to keep 
polluting in less visible ways. 

As a result, global dangers 
are growing, not shrinking. A 
swelling world population 
means there are more of us 
causing damage by simply liv¬ 
ing our daily lives. And as pop¬ 


ulations grow richer, we each 
possess a greater capacity to 
lay waste. 

Being richest of all, the 
United States is the swiftest to 
soil itself and others. Some of 
our better known current ex¬ 
cesses include overfishing, 
overgrazing, overlogging, and 
overdrawing water from West¬ 
ern aquifers. We’re also busy 
poisoning the land and water¬ 
courses with hard-rock mines, 
nuclear wastes, military left¬ 
overs, hog manure, PCBs, and 
oil spills. The more there are 
of us, the more there are of 
these. 

Such degradations are noth¬ 
ing new, of course, to environ¬ 
mental agencies. They would 
love to crack down and clean 
up. Legislatures, though, in the 
thrall of generous industry, 
limit those regulatory powers. 
Constricting enforcement bud¬ 
gets is the most common tool, 


but Congress, especially, uses 
many other tricks as well. 
Riders on appropriations bills 
are always popular. They often 
exempt certain noxious indus¬ 
tries or practices from existing 
laws. They sometimes post¬ 
pone enforcement dates for 
another decade. Or they spe¬ 
cifically authorize some dam¬ 
aging project to proceed 
without environmental review. 

The most recent vehicle for 
such riders was the emergency 
appropriation for the war in 
Kosovo. It looked like Santa’s 
sleigh. Occasionally the press 
will take a fleeting interest in 
one of these ecological atroci¬ 
ties. But even the most earnest 
reporter will not be given 
much time to follow up. Mean¬ 
while corporate lobbyists and 
donors are busy day and night, 
plying your congressman and 
mine. Unlike the press, corpo¬ 
rate interests are never dis¬ 


tracted by impeachments, 
wars, murders, tragedies or ce¬ 
lebrities. And though our per¬ 
sonal gaze may wander, theirs 
stays fixed. Thus forests con¬ 
tinue to dwindle and asthma 
continues to spread. 

Of course we do pay close 
attention when our own conve¬ 
nience is threatened. A hike in 
fuel prices brings clamor, and 
controls on Sport Utility Vehi¬ 
cles (SUVs) bring protest. 
That’s another corporate suc¬ 


cess story. Through relentless 
marketing, they have con¬ 
vinced us of these now-basic 
human automotive necessities. 
Indeed we’ve got to give them 
credit. While we all remain en¬ 
vironmentalists in theory, 
they’ve persuaded us to turn a 
blind eye to the environment 
in practice.

Schools of Choice rejected 
despite potential payoff

Despite losing $960,000 when 
student enrollment dropped 160 
pupils, the Wayne-Westland dis¬ 
trict will not reenter the state’s 
Schools of Choice program. 

The Schools of Choice pro¬ 
gram opens the district’s schools’ 
doors to students living outside 
the district Under the program, 
an out-of-district’s funding follows 
the students. The district gains 
$6,000 for each student 

Two years ago, when the dis¬ 
trict opened its doors, it gained 
students for the first time in about 
a decade. 

But at the urging of Superin¬ 
tendent Greg Baracy, the Board of 


Education recently voted to only 
allow out-of-district students in 
community education classes. 

“Schools of choice are not 
worth it,” said Board President 
Dave Cox. “The financial gain of 
the extra state aid doesn’t take in¬ 
to consideration the costs.” 

Cox added that switching 
schools also hurts the students. 

“Education can’t happen as 
well when you’re pulling kids out 
of school all the time,” he said. 

Nevertheless, the next-door 
Plymouth-Canton district has 
pledged to open its doors to 
Wayne-Westland students if nec¬ 
essary to fill the proposed Ply- 
mouth-Cantori high school and 
pay for its operation. (Unlike Cox, 
Plymouth-Canton board members 


have concluded that importing 
students pays well.) 

The high school is on the draw¬ 
ing boards and due to be built 
soon. Plymouth-Canton, with its 
good reputation, could potentially 
drain several students from 
Wayne-Westland. 

Partly as a result, the district’s 
financial projections have de¬ 
clined this year Last year’s $142 
million budget surplus is expect¬ 
ed to dwindle $5.6 million next 
June, according to district fore¬ 
casts released last week 

No economy measures are 
contemplated at this time, a con¬ 
trast to the past, when falling rev¬ 
enues led to the elimination of 
middle school sports and sec¬ 
ondary school bus routes.

Samantha Willoughby, a first 
grade student at Lincoln Elemen¬ 
tary School, thinks the school- 
based health care clinic is really 
great. So does her mom, Cathy 
Willoughby. This family is not 
alone. Since February 1998, Oak- 
wood has been serving the chil¬ 
dren and families of Jefierson- 
Barns and Lincoln Schools in 
Westland with the establishment 
of the Lincoln School Healthcare 
Clinic is becoming a true Oak- 
wood success Story with great po¬ 
tential to provide comprehensive 
healthcare to children and fami¬ 
lies who are in need. “I am one of 
the lucky ones,” says Cathy 
Willoughby, “I have medicaid, but 
most people around here don’t 
have it, and don’t have insurance, 
and they really need the health 
services for their families.”

health, to increase student and 
family health knowledge, to in¬ 
crease awareness of students’ 
health care needs. 

All services at the clinic are 
confidential and fees are based 
on income. No one is turned away 
due to inability to pay. Parental 
consent is required except in cas¬ 
es of emergency care and crisis 
intervention. As an indication of 
the parents’ need and desire for 
children’s healthcare services in 
this community, 95% of parental 
consent forms for all of the ele¬ 
mentary school students were 
signed and returned. 

The clinic is truly making a dif¬ 
ference in the lives of many com¬ 
munity members. Seven year old 
Samantha has had ear infections 
and repeated asthma attacks 
while at school, and it is so com¬ 
forting to her and to her family to 
be able to just walk down the hall 
to see “Nurse Sue.” Cathy 
Willoughby cannot compliment 
the clinic enough. “They are so 
good here. They detected asthma 
in me too.” Samatha’s attacks 
have become less frequent, she is 
healthier overall and she rarely 
misses school now. 


Lincoln School Healthcare 
Clinic is one of only seven or eight 
elementary school-based clinics 
in Michigan. Finding comes en¬ 
tirely from philanthropic support 
through the Oakwood Founda¬ 
tion. The Western Wayne Region¬ 
al Council has been an instru¬ 
mental part of this support Our 
hope, of course, is to do more. 
Summer hours, a dental hygien¬ 
ist, a literacy prgram and routine 
pap screenings for moms are only 
a few of the many services which 
additional support could proi- 
vide. L 

Sue Szurke remarks, “As we 
see a lot more chronic patients 
and have established trust from 
the community, we are experienc¬ 
ing a greater number of requests 
for our services.” She also com¬ 
ments on the importance of car¬ 
ing for the whole family. “A well 
child needs to go home to a well 
family. Health issues within the 
entire family, such as substance 
abuse, child and parental abuse, 
illiteracy and illness must also be 
addressed.”

Mark Morton has had a lock 
on the annual City Champion¬ 
ship Golf Tournament champi¬ 
onships in recent years.

NAVplus challenge series 


The world’s most accom¬ 
plished aerobatic pilots will 
push themselves and their air¬ 
craft to the very edge of excel- 
lence in pursuit of prize 
money and individual honors 
during the inaugural North- 
coast Aerospace Air Show Pi¬ 
lot Challenge Series. The 
thrilling competition, orga¬ 
nized by the Championship 
Air Show Pilots Association 
(CASPA), will take center stage 
at four of the largest and most 
respected aviation events in 
the United States this summer. 

“The series features pilots 
selected by invitation only 
based on their superior ability, 
experience and showman¬ 
ship,” said Chuck Newcomb, 
CASPA spokesman and vet¬ 
eran airshow producer.

The compulsory 
round requires each pilot to 
perform a series of pre¬ 
determined, high-energy ma¬ 
neuvers.

Pilots invited to compete in 
1999 are among the fines aero¬ 
batic pilots in the world and 
have all competed interna¬ 
tionally at the highest level. 
The include Gene Soucy, Ian 
Groom, Rocky Hill, Sean D. 
Tucker, Mike Goulian and Matt 
Chapman. Soucy, Groom, Hill 
and Tucker are established air 
show pilots who perform at 
leading aviation events across 
the country.

The high-energy perfor¬ 
mance required to be competi¬ 
tive is a perfect match for the 
aggressive style of the Series 
sponsor, Northcoast Aero¬ 
space. The start-up company 
has recently introduced the 


VR-220C high performance 
pen-based navigation 
computer, which gives pilots a 
simple, rugged and high- 
powered positional awareness 
platform. The 2.2 lb. Miniature 
GPS computer has worked so 
well for pilots that it is now 
finding similar mapping, di¬ 
rectional and storage applica¬ 
tions in motor homes, RV’s, 
commercial vehicles and pas¬ 
senger cars. Northcoast Aero¬ 
space Vice President Bob 
Rutherford says, “We’re happy 
to support and be part of this 
Challenge Series. It gets peo¬ 
ple involved with the pilots. 
Before it was just an airplane 
in the air. Now there’s a reason 
for it.” 

“Fan appeal is the most im¬ 
portant thing,” Newcomb con- 
cluded. “When this 
competition was tested last 
year, it became clear it’s the 
most exciting addition to air 
shows that’s come along in the 
past 20 years. Ian Groom, one 
of the competitors, said it best:

Performing precision aerial 
demonstrations, manipulating 
the laws of gravity and amaz¬ 
ing audiences worldwide are 
the hallmarks of the United 
States Army Parachute Team, 
the “Golden Knights.” 

With more than 7,900 live 
aerial demonstrations in 46 
countries, the U.S. Army’s offi¬ 
cial aerial demonstration team 
has been astonishing the pub¬ 
lic for almost 40 years. Known 
as the Army’s Goodwill Ambas- 
sadors to the World, the 
“Knights” travel the globe per¬ 


forming at numerous air 
shows, state fairs and civic 
functions. 

“The men and women of the 
team are some of the finest sol¬ 
diers in the Army today,” said 
Lt. Col. David T. Stahl, USAPT 
commander. “Each has excel¬ 
led in the Army and has met 
high standards to become 
‘Golden Knights.’”
